WEDNESDAY'S  VOTE 

At  the  last  provincial  election  only  a  fraction 
more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  the  electorate  went 
to  the  polls.  That  is  not  a  particularly  happy 
rrflc'  tlon  on  Mn-  magnitude  of  polltlc;il  hitcrest 
la  provincial  ulialrs.  It  indicates  a  ct-rluin 
apathy  which  should  be  ahakaa  off  if  British

"andidules.  On  the  present  occasion  the  fight 
lies  between  the  two  main  political  parties  and 
there  are  Issues  which  are  clearly  defined.  The 
Conservative  Party,  under  new  leadership,  is  more 
united  than  It  has  been  since  the  days  of  the  late 

Sir  Rlrhard  McBrldo  and  it  has  oiiMlnrd  policies 
calculated  to  foster  and  advance  the  prosperity 
of  the  Provlnee. 

It  la  very  rciialn  that  there  will  be  a  larger 
turnout  at  the  polls  on  Wednesday  next  than  at* 
the  1924  election,  because  political  interest, 
-espaclally  in  the  personality  of  the  Conservative 
leader  and  his  policies,  is  running  higher  than  it 
was  in  the  lust  contest.  There  have  befh  con- 
siderable increases  in  those  eligible  to  vote  all 
over  the  Province.  It  is  certain,  too.  that  many 
who  refrained  from  voting  in  1924,  because  of  the 
( oinpiexity  of  the  Issues,  will  go  to  the  polls  on 
Wednesday — now  that  (he  fight  is  a  straight  one 
between  the  two  main  rival  parties.  The  point 
we  want  to  emphaalaa  la  that  all  who  have  the 
right  and  ran  makV  the  opportunity  should  re- 
cord their  ballots.  It  is  no  use  complaining  of 
conditions  If  each  Individual  does  not  do  what 
Urs  In  his  or  her  power  to  sot  thorn  right  Gov- 
ernment is  simply  an  expression  of  the  people  s 

Will. 

Government  in  this  Province  during  thr  last 
fuur  years  has  been  an  expression  of  a  minority 
win  of  the  people  6t  Brltlah  Columbia,  because 
the  LIboraU  who  have  been  in  ofncr  did  not  poll 
thirty-three  per  cent  of  the  votes  cast  in  1924. 
To  that  extent  it  haa  not  been  popular  govern- 
mont       It  ha.s,  Inderd.  boon  a  Governmrnt  of 
compromise,  with  continual  concessions  made  to 
the  Laborltes  and  Independents  In  order  that 
tholr  votes  would  be  a.s.surod  to  the  party  In 
power  in  any  important  divisions  in  the  Legis- 
lature. Such  government  is  necessarily  weak  and 
vacillating,  and  where  it  prevails  the  people  suf- 
fer.  The  coming  election  sliould  give  a  clear 
/mandate  as  to  the  will  of  the  people.  That  man- 
date we  are  of  opinion  .should  go  to  the  Con- 
servative Party.  ^Tbose. who  believe  in  Dr  Tolmte 
and  his  poUcles'wirt  therefore  go  to  the  polls  with 
a  deteriniriation  to  elect  straight  Conservative 
candidates,  and  will,  under  no  clrouoMtances. 
dissipate  their  voting  privilege.

The  fruit  and  vegetable  growers  of  British  Co- 

hiinhla  have  been  told,  In  effect,  by  the  M.trl.ean 
Uovernment  that  the  protection  of  their  Inter- 
eats  la  entirely  a  Federal  fnatter;  that  the  Pro- 
vincial authority  can  do  nothing;  U>v  them.  Dr 
MacLean  and  his  colleagues  could  at  least  show 
a  sympathetic  interest  In  the  plight  of  the  Rrow- 
ers  because  of  the  dumping  of  American  prod- 
ucU  in  their  markets.
